Druse student asks to be.

Jerusalem Poet Staff 
HAIFA. — A Druse student has aak- 
ed the District Court here for a 
declaratory judgment on whether a 
Druse belonga to the Arab nation, 

Kamal Fayum, a second-year 
political-acience student at Hatfa 
University, said in his application 
that although he had been: 
as Druse by his father at birth, when 
the time came for him to receive an 
identity card he asked that the 
Interior Ministry register his 
nationality on the card as "Arab." 
He did this in the light of “historic 
truth” as he understands it, he 
stated, 

When his identity card nonetheless 
recorded him as Druse by nationali- 
ty, he applied to the High Court to 
have this d. But the High 
Court decided it had no jurisdiction 
in the matter, and referred the 
application to the Haifa District 
Court. 


Fayum states that he regards 
himself as a Druse by religion, but 
Arab by nationality. 

His‘attorney, Mohammad Miyari, 
states that until 1957 all Druse were

WASHINGTON. — The House of 
Representatives voted 225-126 on 
“Tuesday for a $2.8b. overseas arms 
aid and economic assistatice bill that 
would lft the U.S. arms embargo 
against Turkey and possibly end 
sanctions Rhodesia. 

The compromise. approved on 
Monday by the Senate, was sent to 
the White House for President 
Carter's signature, which is ex- 


gislation authorizes $165m. 
in direct military aid and $674m. In 
military sales credits to 0.5. allies. 
It also callin for $1.9b. in economic 
aid, including $785m. for Israel, 
$%50m. for Egypt, $93m. for Jordan 
and $90m. for Syria. 

A Senate panel voted yesterday to 
restore the $90m. in economic aid to 
Syria, which had been deleted by the 
Bouse last month because of attacks 
by Syrian forces on Christian 
civilians in Lebanon. The action was 
taken by 4 foreign ald subcommittee 
of the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee during consideration of the 
assistance bill. 

"The House legislation calls for lif- 
ting the embargo against Turkey 


after the president certifies that this 
ig in the interests of the U.S. and the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
It also requires Carter to determine 
that Turkey is acting ‘‘In good faith 
to achieve a just and peaceful 
settlement" with Greece in their dis- 
pute over Cyprus. 


The legislation requires that both 
‘Turkey and Greece be told that U.S. 
military aid is intended solely for 
defence and for carrying out their 
Nato responsibilities. 

Under the compromise, sanctions 
against Rhodesia could be lifted 
after the end of the year if Salisbury 
shows its ‘‘willingness to negotiate in 
good faith at an all-parties con- 
ference” and a new government is 
chosen through “free elections in 
which all political and population 

ups have been permitted-to par- 
ticipate freely." 


The compromise would approve 
the transfer of U.S. military eguip- 
ment to South Korea once U.S. 

are withdrawn. The House 
originally passed an $800m. limit on 
such transfers, but the compromise 
has no ceiling.

-A-TOURIST picks up a small 


potsherd lying in the Jerusalem 
dust. On the spot, an archacologist 
{dentifies ἢ δα belonging to the First 
Tomple period. 

Sounds like a dream? In this case, 
the dream became reality ἐπ the first 
Jerusalem Post Archaeological Tour 
now In Yerael. I joined the group on 
an excursion to the excavations west 
of the Old City of Jerusatem, 

On hand to give the explanations 
was Nahman Gerahon, one of the 
archasologizts who assisted Magen 
Broshi, director of the dig, Before 
they went out, Micha, their guide 
gave Gershon a few pointers. 

“Don’t be afraid to give them lots 
of information,” he said, “Just stop 
from time to time to make sure that 
they're taking it all in. Sometimes 
they are too polite to say they don't 
understand.” 

Meanwhile, the members of the 
group toid me about the morning 
tour, which had included wading 
through Hezeklah's tunnel, a conduit 
cut inte the rock by the Judean king 
to help bring water to Jerusalem. A 
trek of thia sort ls usually reserved 
for scholars or special interest 


groups. 

Then they sot out to view the cx- 
eavations, noting how one civilize- 
tion after another had used the same 
rough boundarica to build their 
defence fortifications, By the end of 
the day, the participanta could iden- 
tify the vartous building stones used 
during the Hasmonean, the Herodian 
and the Byzantian periods, 

One couple on the tour is on their 
27th visit to Jarae). Others are here 
for the first time. What unifies the 
group is the desira to see something 
8 little out of the ordinary, to delve 
beneath the surface, literally and 
Sguratively.

TO THE Western mind, there is 
something inscrutable about the 
martial arts and techniques of body 
control that have invaded Western 
culture. How to decide whieh to 
study when they ali loox alike? The 
perplexed may have an answer in 
Michiko Nitobe, a young Japanese 
who has been living In Israel for the 
past year who offers leszons in 
Taichi-chugn, which she describes 
as a combination of yoga breathing, 
zen concentration and karate 
technique. 

A versatile young woman, Michiko 
also teaches the art of playing the 
Koto, a 13-stringed harp-like instru- 
ment. Although her two interests — 
ane muscular and one musical — 
seem unrelated, she says this is not 


50. 
Playing the koto, she explains. 
@emands great physical stamina, 
while the execution of the various 
moves of Paichi-chuan Involves in- 
tensive mental concentration. 
Michiko, clad in kimono, gave a 
demonstration of koto at the 
Sheraton Hotel recently. The recital 
was par. of a series of Japanese 
evenings held by the hotel in connec- 
tion with the visit of the classical 
Asami Maki ballet from Japan, 
Talking to The Post after the 
recital, Michiko related that she 
began to study Taichi-chuan eight 
years ago in Tokyo, when she was δ 
music student in college. “Studying 
music was hard physical work," she 
recalled. To make sure that she 
stayed healthy enough to keep up 
with her busy schedule Michiko 
began fessons in Taichi-chuan. 


MICHIKO came to Israel last 
Augus! to visit Ieraeli friends whom 
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she had met in Tokyo. She soon found 
herself playing the koto on the radio 
and in various public places in the 
Tel Aviv area. In order to support 
herself, however, Michiko started 
teaching Taichi-chuen. She current: 
Iv has seven classes, including one 
each in Haifa and Jerusalem. 
numbering altogether ever 100 
students. 

Although Tcicai-chuan could be 
used as a means of defence against 
attack. Michixo regards it as being 
primarily an art rather than ἃ sport 
or ἃ practica: technique for protec: 
τοι. 

“Tn my classes I concentrate on the 
artistic aspects of Tetchi-chuan us- 
ing it to teach health and beauty," 
she says. Asked ther she had 
ever employed Tc ehuan for her 
own defence Michiko anawered with 
a smile “{ have met some drunks. 
but I usually scare them away before 
having to use Taicki-chucn." 

Michiko has often been asked to 
teach koto as weil, but she usualiy 
declines as there is no other instru- 
ment available for practicing and ro 
other teacher who could replace her. 
The koto that Michiko brought with 
her from Japan welghs more than 
ten kilos and is over two metres long. 
It ig probabiy the only one in Israel. 
Michiko also points out that the dry 
climate of the area, especially in the 
non-coastal regicns, ig harmful to 
the wood of the instrument. 

Michiko already feels at home ‘n 
Israel. She does not miss anything in 
particular from Japan except her 
koto and Tu:chi-chuan teachers. She 
feels that it is necessary to study 
sentinuously in order tu keep on um- 
proving herse!l?, Because of this 
Michiko intends to return home 
sometime this year for further study 
and then come back to Israel with 
More to offer the students In her 


Taichi-chuan classes and the 
audiences at her koto recitals.

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Teachers deserve better 


THE TEACHERS’ strike, now in its fourth day, is dragging on 
for one simple reason: because the government, represented:in 
this matter by the Treasury, has no vital interest In cutting it 
short through reasonable settlement. Reasoning that time is on 
its side, the government appears willing to stand pat, expecting 
the teachers to come, sooner or later, to sue for surrender. 
Meanwhile, hundreds of thousands of idle school-children, and 
distraught parents, may be used as a sort of moral! club with 


which to’ beat the teachers. 


Dees this mean that the teachers deserve to have their 
demands met in full? Not at all, and the teachers themselves 
would probably concede as much, in’ private. On balance, 
however, the teachers’ case is far superior to that of the govern- 


ment. 


First, there is no question at all that school teachers in Israel 
are badly underpaid, more so now than ever before, both in 
comparison with other professions and with members of their 
own profession in practically all western countries. The 
Treasury has tried to dispute the reality of the situation, with 
fancy juggling of figures, but a look at the net pay of even a 
senior and experienced teacher belies any such argument. 

Secondly, the situation cannct be viewed as in any way 
natural, or pre-ordained, despite claims to the contrary by some 
administration spokesmen. If there is any vow the teachers may 
be said to have taken in entering the profession, it is not the vow 
of poverty. To suggest to them that they cannot escape a fate of 
lifetime want, is to urge the teachers to seek work elsewhere. 

Thirdly, the head of the teachers" union need not find himself 


in a position where, because of the wage-linkage 


effect, he is 


“negotiating the wage of the entire labour force." These words ὦ 
were spoken, with considerable anger, by the head of the 
engineers’ union, shortly after his election to the Knesset on the 
Likud list last year. His complaint was shared by his colleagues 
in what had been the opposition, and its force has not been spent 


in the political upheaval. 


Fourthly, while a thorough review of teachers’ wage scales, 
as suggested by Hducation Minister Hammer, is surely 
desirable, it cannot be an excuse for deferring settlement of pre- 
sent claims. The time to launch such a review as an aid to 
current negotiations, would have been a year ago, seven months 
before the expiry of the labour contracts, and not five months 


after that date. 


A line must clearly be drawn on the wage front, otherwise all 
hell will break loose. But the line cannot be drawn by the mere 
fiat of the government. A satisfactory accommodation with the 
teachers is within reach, and in no time at all, if only the govern- 
ment makes up its mind that this is what it wants.

WHAT HAS HAPPENED to the par- 
tition principle by which the respon- 
atble Ziouist leadership waa always 
guided? Why especially did the 
Labour Party abandon the partition 
logic of its Nesters?

‘15 months since Prime Minister 
Begin came to office, and most par- 
ticularly on the eve of Camp David. 
The answer is that nothing has 
happened, because there never was 
such a guiding principle, neither for 
the Zionist movement as a whole nor 
for Labour Zionism in particular. 
if there ever was “guiding: 
principle" in pristine Zionism, it is 
the principle which in today's 
political lexicon is called “Shlemut 


.Ziretz Υίστασὶ," the indivisibility of . 


the Land of Israel. 

When the early Zionist leadera 
agreed to anything 1688 — Uganda or 
partition — it was either under the 
presaure of circumstances, or in the 
hope of gaining Arab consent to the 
establishment aiso of a Jewish state 
in at least part of Mandatory 
Paleatine, or out of the belief that we 
were morally obiigated to share our 
homeland with the non-Jews Living 
here who had come to consider it 
their homeland too. 

And all of them — not only Ze'ev 
Jabotinsky, but also Chaim Weiz- 
mann, even Judah Magnes, and cer- 
tainly the Labour Zionist leaders — 
did s0 under protest, or at least with 
a heavy heart, knowing that they 
were agreeing to give up at least part 
of the Jewish peaple’s precious 
possession, 

To see this, one need only atudy 
what they said, for example, when 
the Golan was given to Syria, the 
area from the Litani River south was 
given to Lebanon, and Transjordan 
was given ta Abdullah even hefore 
the League of Nationa officially 


WHO IS obligated to defend the 
dewish State? I should like to pose 
that question to the Agudat Yisrael's 
Council of Sages and its Knesset 
Members, to the principals of large 
yeshivot, and to the rabbis who rule 
on Halachic questions,
